‘Plucking’ Board Ruling 
Sought from Navy JAG 


The Judge Advocate General the 
Navy has been called upon to interpret 
Section 13 of the new Naval personnel act 
to determine whether or not the provision 
for “plucking” flag officers prescribed 
therein will be effective or not

As the provision was written a “pluck 
ing board” for rear admirals to 
convened only in those years when it 
found that “the average number of va 
cancies in the grade of rear admiral for 
the fiscal years subsequent to the passage 
of the act has been less than eight.”

Army Personnel Change 
At Next Session Doubted 


No proposed legislation designed to 
alter the present method of promotion in 
the Army will be submitted by the War 
Department when the Seventy-sixth Con 
gress convenes in January, it became evi 
dent this week, and there is scant assur 
anee that there will be any War Depart 
ment sponsored bill at the entire next ses 
sion 

General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of 
the Army, told +the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL that while the General Staff is 
studying the personnel situation from all 
angles and endeavoring to ascertain the 
effect of the application of all the various 
promotion though! upon the 
corps of commissioned officers, that noth 
ing has yet reached that state of crystalli 
zation where it could be approved and 
whipped into legislative form by January, 

As a matter of fact, the Chief of Staff, 
while he is genuinely desirous of a solu 
tion of the age problem, does vot feel that 
uny of the proposals thus fur generally 
discussed can be made the basis of a 
lasting solution. To be in the best interest 
of National Defense, Genera! Craig be 
lieves any promotion system must not ar 
bitrarily remove from active duty officers 
capable of efficient service to the govern 
ment, neither must it have the effect of 
upsetting morale, Also, he said, the princi

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Joint Committee Will 
Xonsider Officers’ Pay 


The scope of the interdepartmental pay 
board was broadened this week to Include 
consideration of the pay of commissioned 
officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coust Guard 


Senator Morris Sheppard, 1. of Tex., 
chairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, on Thursday wrote to the 


Secretaries of War, Navy and Treasury, 
asking that the question of officers’ pay 
be included in the study to be made of 
enlisted and warrant pay by the recently 
appointed interdepartmental board, 

Inasmuch the board originally 
named to study the question of enlisted 
pay of the four armed services wis 
asked to draft a bill revising the pay of 
such personnel on which all departments 
could agree and present it to the Senate 
Military Committee next January, the ac 
tion this week assures that Congress will 
have before it at the next session legisla 
tion adjusting the pay of all Serviee per 
sonnel, 

The study was initiated by the Senate 
Military Committee just prior tt the ad 
journment of Congress. Hlearings had 
been held on a bi introduced by Senator 
Sheppard increasing the pay of eulisted 
personnel of the armed services, but ae 
tion on it was blocked by adverse reports 
from the Bureau of the Budget and the 
War, Navy and Treasury Departments. 
Believing that the matter should be 
further explored, the Committee passed a 
resolution calling on the three depart 
ments concerned to make a study of the 
problem, agree on a DIL and submit it for 
their consideration next January. 

Luter, the Committee asked the depart 
ments to include the question of warrant 
oflicer pay in the study. A bill increasing 
the longevity pay of Army warrant offi 
cers had been passed by Congress but re 
ceived a presidential veto in wih Presi 
dent Roosevelt stated that the pay of all 
classes of Service personnel should be 
considered before any legislation = is 
passed for one class or group, Meanwhile, 
the House Naval Affairs Committee had 
directed the Navy Department to make a 
separate study of the pay of all classes 
of personnel in the Navy and Marine 
Corps and submit a pay bill to them at the

“Generals House” Designated 

A century after its foundations were 
laid, the dwelling house of the Conmand 
ing General at Governors Island, which 
has served as living quarters for many 
U.S. Army oflicers famous in our military 
‘iunals, has been completely restored and 
its histery officially made a matter of 
Army record in the last general order 
issued by Maj. Gen. Frank R. MeCoy, its 
present occupant, prior to his pending re 
tirement for age October 31 next. 

General MeCoy, now on leave of absence 
from his duties as Commanding General 
of the Second Corps Area, conferred the 
designation “Generals House” upon the 
venerable but excellently preserved struc 
ture in whose restoration he has mani 
fest deep interest. His general order 
reads : 

EBRADQUARTERS SECOND CORPS AREA 
Governor's Ishind, New York 
GENERAL ORDERS No. 8 
July 20. 18S 
GENERALS HOUSE 

The building officially designated as Build 
ing No. 1-1, and occupied by the Command 
ing General, is hereby named “GENERALS 
HOUSE.” 

The foundations for this dwelling were laid 
in the year IS8S; the building being com 
pleted in 1840. To a great extent the construe 
tion was entirely completed by the efforts of 
enlisted men under supervision and by direc 
tion of members of the Ordnance and Quar 
termaster Corps, The tirst General officer to 
eccupy the quarters was Maj. Gen. Winfield 
Scott Hancock, the Commanding General of 
the Bastern Department from IN78 to TSS86. 

In ISS7T, an addition, the south wing of the 
then square building, was added by the direc 
tion of the occupant at that time, Maj. Gen. 
John M. Schofield. At a later date, which 
the records do not indicate, the sloping roof 
of the house was raised and supported by 
columns, giving the house its appearance of 
today.

Texas Maneuvers Begin 


Fort Sam Houston, Tex.—Training is 
the keynote for the Third Army Maneu- 
yer here August 6 to 20 in which 26,000 
officers and men are assembled under the 
general direction of Maj. Gen. Herbert 
J. Brees, Commander of the Sth Corps 
Area. This contrasts sharply with the 
purpose of the maneuvers of the Proposed 
Infantry Division here last fall in which 
testing was stressed. 

With the possible exception of certain 
GHQ air force units, all troops participat- 
ing in this, and in the other three maneu- 
vers in this corps area, are a part of the 
sth Corps Area command. Moreover no 
new or experimental equipment is being 
tried out, only the standard issue already 
held by each organization being used. 

Taking part in the maneuver here are 
9300 Regular Army personnel, 15,381 Na- 
tional Guardsmen from Texas and Okla- 
homa, and 1,027 officers of the Organized 
Reserves. 

The initial assembly was made August 
6th and 7th in and around Camp Bullis 
on the Leon Springs Military Reservation. 
The maneuver area consists of a rectangle 
in the north half of Bexar county, roughly 
22 by 12% miles, containing approxi- 
mately 273 square miles. It includes 110, 
00 leased acres in addition to the 20,676 
acres in the military reservation. 

The first week of the period was de- 
voted to the training of both mounted and 
dismounted branches. This precedes the 
four-day free maneuver to be held from 
August 14 to 18. This will be followed by 
the critique and the return of the par- 
ticipating troops to their homes. 

To make the training more realistic, 
the opposing forces in the maneuver will 
be approximately equal. South of San 
Antonio the Browns wiil represent an in- 
vading force whose mission will be to at- 
tack and disperse the defending Blues 
from their position in the maneuver area. 

Much care has been taken by the Chief 
Umpire, Brig. Gen. Lesley J. MeNair, 
Commander of the 2nd FA Brigade and 
former Chief of Staff of the Proposed In- 
fantry Division, to make the maneuvers 
realistic and accurate. The Umpire force 
of 104 Regular Army officers, principally 
National Guard instructors, 142 specially 
qualified Reserve Officers, and 245 selected 
enlisted men, has undergone intensive 
training for two weeks at Camp Bullis. 
Every action which can be anticipated has 
heen studied carefuly. By means of an 
elaborate network of telephone wires and 
ainimproved method of registering hostile 
fires on the ground, it will be possible to 
provide a maximum of realistic, and, at 
the same time, militarily sound action.

Mobile radio sets will be used by the 
umpires as well as by the troops, and the 
2nd Division will again take its trailer- 
type radio station and message center into 
the field. 

Each battalion will be equipped with a 
pair of portable two-way radio sets. 
These sets proved popular in the PID 
where they were dubbed the “walky- 
talky” as a complete set may readily be 
carried and operated by one man. 

Minor differences in equipment of the 
participating troops will naturally be 
closely observed, but the maneuver’s pri- 
mary purpose is to provide realistic train- 
ing of combat units divided into two ap- 
proximately equal military forces each 
composed of Regular Army and National 
Guard troops, each outfitted with stand 
ard issue equipment, each operating under 
a minimum of restrictions, and each side 
determined in dead earnest to win. 


ARMIES READY FOR “WAR” 

rt. Sam Houston, Tex.—More than 
twice as many “Rough Riders” as Theo- 
dore Roosevelt equipped in San Antonio 
in 1809S are now assembled here for the 
Third Army Maneuver. In addition to 
these more than two thousand cavalry 
men in the 56th Cavalry Brigade, Texas 
National Guard and the Ist Cavalry Brig 
ade of the Regular Army, the maneuver 
engages 24,000 other troops in the largest 
military concentration in the southwest 
since the World War. 

In the San Antonio phase of ma- 
neuver, held the north half of 
Bexar county on a “battlefield” covering 
273 square miles, 9,800 Regular Army offi 
cers and men are joined by 15,381 Na- 
tional Guardsmen from Texas, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and Arizona and 1,027 offi- 
cers of the Organized Reserves, 

At Ft. Sam Houston and on the 20,000 
acre Leon Springs Military Reservation, 
this army of 26,000 men has been en 
camped, The past week has been devoted 
principally to battalion exercises and 
drill with weapons in preparation for the 
four-day mimic war beginning Aug. 14 
which climax the two weeks training. 

The background of the present ma- 
neuver assumes that the Third Army has 
been concentrated on the Pacific Coast of 
the United States for the defense of that 
sector in the event of a landing of hostile 
forces. A successful naval action near 
Hawaii has removed that threat, but a 
Brown coalition, taking advantage of the 
absence of the American fleet from the 
Atlantic, has presented an ultimatum 
involving South America that results in 
war. 

Anticipating this outcome, the Brown 
coalition has already brought over con 
voys loaded with troons and equipment, 
and succeeds in landing them on the 
Texas coast 

The Third Army is brought back from 
the Pacific coast in time to mobilize in 
the San Antonio area and meet the thrust 
of the Brown invader who has marched 
up from the coast. Here the imaginary 
situation ends and the real maneuver he 
gins with a meeting engagement in the 
maneuver area. 

For the battle the troops will be divided 
into two approximately ecual forces. The 
Browns, commanded by Maj. Gen. Frank 
W. Rowell, Regular Army commander of 
the famous Second Division, will attack 
from south of San Antonio. The Blues, 
under the command of Maj. Gen. Claude 
V. Birkhead of San Antonio, commander 
of the 836th Division, Texas National 
Guard, will defend the area. 

Each side will use the weapons and 
equipment which it would take to the 
front in the event of an actual invasion 
of Texas by a foreign foe. The Browns 
will have the Regular Army troons of the 
Second Division reinforced by those of

the 45th Division, Oklahoma National 
Guard; the Ist Cavalry Brigade from 
Regular Army posts near the Texas 


border ; the 77th Field Artillery regiment 
of 155 mm. (6-inch) howitzers, from 
Marfa; the 8th Engineer Squadron from 
Laredo: the 22nd Observation Scuadron 
from Brooks Field; and the Ft. Sam 
Houston Pigeon Loft. 

On the Blue side General Birkhead will 
have the entire 36th Division, the 56th 
Cavalry Brigade and the 111th Observa- 





tion Squadron from Houston, which make 
up the Texas National Guard. They will 
be reinforced with the modern Regular 
Army anti-aircraft regiment from Fort 
Crockett, the 69th Coast Artillery (AA), 
with its high-powered machine guns, 
searchlights and listening devices, and 
will have Mobile Pigeon Loft No. 1. 

Hundreds of highly trained umpires 
will accompany each side, and the tide of 
battle will move back and forth in accord- 
ance with firmly established military 
principles, the advantage still going, in 
General Nathan Bedford Forrest's words, 
to the side that “gits thar fustest with 
the mostest men.” 


UMPIRES IN MANEUVERS 

Fort Sam Touston, Texas—Two hun- 
dred and fifty-five umpires on the playing 
field during the game! That game will 
take place over the 270 square miles in 
the Camp Bullis area and the players will 
be the 26,000 regulars, national guards- 
men and reserves who are now assembling 
to take part in the Third Army maneu- 
vers. 

The umpires for the forthcoming Camp 
Bullis exercise of the Third Army ma- 
neuver are drawn largely from the Regu- 
lar Army instructors of the Texas and 
Oklahoma civilian components aided by 
a large number of especially selected re- 
serve officers and Instructors from = the 
Service Schools. Assisting also in carry 
ing out the complicated task will be 245 
enlisted men raising the total umpire 
force to some tive hundred men. 

Notwithstanding the high professional 
ealiber of his assistants, Brigadier Gen 
eral Lesley J. McNair, Chief Umpire, has 
established a school for umpires in which 
for three weeks before the opening gun 
the officers and men learned and practiced 
the rules which would govern the exercise 
of one of this country's largest fighting 
units, 

The whole maneuver area was carefully 
studied and umpire telephone lines laid 
down. More than two hundred and fifty 
miles of telephone wire cris-cross the tac- 
tical area like the nerves of a great body. 
And similarly vital are they, for over 
them flash the messages which spell sue- 
cess or failure of each commander's ef 
forts and make the exercise a close ap 
proach to that most feared but most 
absorbing of man’s activities. 

Accompanying the headquarters of 
each fighting unit and in front lines are 
the umpires assigned together with the 
necessary telephone operators and flag 
orderlies and carrying a half mile of 
telephone wire. It is not their job to 
counsel or advise but to hear every order 
and know the details of the unit com 
mander’s plan. This with the location 
and disposition of the command is flashed 
over the umpire network to headquarters, 

At that particular moment perhaps, or 
shortly thereafter, there may arrive a 
message from an umpire on the other side 
stating that the first unit has been dis 
covered and that two batteries of 
are preparing to fire on that location, At 
once a special artillery umpire, already in 
the general vicinity, is notified and a flag 
orderly with flag and smoke candles 
rushes to the spot on which art/lery fire 
is assumed to be falling, A hundred yard 
circle about the flag is the danger zone, 
and eagle-eyed umpires are on the spot 
to note the promptitude and efficiency 
with which Captain John Doe of Tex- 
arkana moves his company, troop or bat- 
tery out of the vicinity that Captain Rich- 
ard Roe from Tulsa is busily peppering 
with imaginary shrapnel, 

By such split second timing and pains 
taking organization it is expected that 
greater speed and vitality will be in 
jected into this exercise than any pre 
viously held here. In previous maneuvers, 
if ten percent of the artillery’s fire were 
marked, it was considered satisfactory. 
At Umpire headquarters it was stated 
that fifty percent could be marked, and 
that General MeNair was driving for 
eighty percent. 

Likewise in the past “casualties” have 
been assessed with a lavish hand but 
careful study of actual warfare does not 
bear this out and for this exercise a scale 
of casualty assessment in accord with 
losses actually suffered in battle will be 
used. This, of course, advances the train-

A. E. F. 20 YEARS AGO 











Under the unremitting pressure of Ally 
troops along the whole line from Sois 
sons to Reims, the Germans, deprived of 
their defensive positions at all points, 
fell hurriedly back on August 2 to the 
north bank of the Vesle, with the loss 
of Soissons on the western end of the 
front of action and of territory northeast 
of Reims. The Germans have maintained 
themselves north of the Vesle, holding 
back the light covering parties lodged on 
the flanks, and giving evidence that they 
ure ready to receive an attack which, 
however, the Allies show no sign of an 
intention to deliver at the present time. 
This is believed to be the concluding chap 
ter of the Aisne-Marne counter-offensive, 
one of the most successful operations in 
the entire course of the war on the west- 
ern front. 

In operations along the Vesle River, the 
final thrust of the Allied counter offensive 
that has driven the Germans back be 
youd the Marne and Oureq Rivers suc- 
cessively, the Allies reached the south 
bank of the Vesle on August 3, the French 
approaching the river near Braisne on 
the west and on the east near Jonchery, 
the Americans in the middle at Fismes. 
An immediate and impetuous assault put 
the Americans in possession of Fismes, 
the chief town on the south bank, late on 
August 3. The Allied forces soon occu- 
pied virtually the whole south bank with 
the exception of a reentering area at the 
confluence with the Aisne. 

On August 7, the decision was reached 
to attempt to carry a portion of the Ger- 
man line on the north bank, and under a 
withering shrapnel and machine gun fire, 
the Americans and French effected a 
crossing opposite Fismes on a four mile 
front. Two German counter-thrusts were 
turned back and the position maintained, 
In other operations along the front, the 
Germans made several minor retirements 
in order to strengthen their positions de- 
fensively which apparently is their alm.

Chicago, August 8.—A powerful “Black” 
army theoretically menaces the nation’s 
bread basket, the rieh Midwest industries 
and agricultural area. War has (in 
theory) been declared a month ago by 
“Black” which consists of the states of 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Florida, North Carolina, 
and South Carolina, with strong overseas 
allies. The “Black” force is now concen- 
trating in the Nashville area. Strong 
“Black” forces are stationed on the Ten- 
nessee-Kentucky border. 

The “Blue” force opposing this invasion 
is the Second Army, commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Hugh A. Drum, with peacetime 
headquarters in Chicago. 

This situation, in the form of a com- 
mand post exercise or CPX, has been 
developed for more than 18 months to 
provide vital and practical training for 
officers of the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves, who make 
up the staffs of the Second Army should 
the United States become involved in a 
war, it was pointed out by Brig. Gen. 
Walter EF. Prosser, Chief of Staff of the 
Second Army. 

Whether the Second Army can protect. 
the Illinois-Indiana-Ohio industrial area 
from a powerful invading foe sweeping 
toward here from the Southeastern states 
for a major drive northwest between the 
Mississippi River and the Appalachians 
will be determined September 18th to 
28rd in the CPX at Ft. Knox, Ky. 

Under General Drum, approximately 
500 officers from the Fifth and Sixth 
Corps Areas will gather at the Kentucky 
army post and for 86 hours will direct a 
mythical army of 120,000 “Blue” troops 
against the peril of “invasion” aimed at 
this industrial area, 

Although no troops will be in the field 
other than to facilitate communications, 
commanding officers will issue all orders 
for combat and complete detailed plans 
for the supply and transportation neces- 
sary to direct the Second Army in re- 


pelling, pursuing and crushing the in- 
vading force. 
Newest developments in signal com- 


munications will, however, for the first 
time receive actual military tests under 
war-time conditions at Fort Knox, Among 
the latest advancements revealed by 
Army Signal Corps oflicers are the fac- 
simile radio telegraph and teletype sys- 
tems. Through these new aids the ma- 
chinery of combat command communica- 
tions is greatly speeded and amplified. 

In the case of the facsimile telegraph, 
it will be possible to reproduce and dis- 
tribute battle maps, messages and even 
photographs simultaneously to widely 
scattered headquarters with the speed of 
the telegraph. 

The Second Army’s command post ex- 
ercise is a definite link in the entire na- 
tion’s program of training in the use of 
modern streamlined fighting machinery. 
Lessons learned by the United States in 
the World War and through post war 
experiments both here and = abroad 
coupled with recent experiences in Spain 
and the Orient in the use of motorized 
and mechanized equipment are incorpo- 
rated in the Second Army’s battle and con- 
centration plans, it was disclosed. Ex- 
tensive use will be made of tanks and high 
speed armored automobiles, 

Aviation, combat and observation, using 
the GHQ Composite Wing, is expected to 
play a definitely vital part in the warfare 
at Fort Knox. 

Foreign observers representing their 
various armies will be invited to the 
command post exercise.

ters Air Force will be the largest assem- 
bly of modern Army combat airplanes 
ever held in the United States.

ing of the troops by permitting them to 

remain in the game longer, only those 

needed to test the organization of the 

Medical Corps being removed from their 

units. The others, or “Walking Dead 

men” keep up with their organizations 
and thus retain contact with the problem. 

This also will be true of captured indi- 

yiduals or units. 

The advance or retreat of the infantry 
lines is handled similarly by umpires and 
flags which accompany them. Fire power 
is a simple addition of strength, the in- 
dividual rifleman counting as 1, an auto- 
matic rifle as 8, machine gun as 10 and an 
Sl-mm mortar as 15. However, no slight 
superiority of fire-power is suflicient to 
get the blue flag or advance signal—two 
to one is the least and should the de- 
fenders be well entrenched or skillfully 
disposed a superiority of five to one or 
more may be demanded by the umpires. 

To be assured that not even the swift 
moving screen of motorized Cavalry can 
escape the eye of the referee, 15 mobile 
radio units in reconnaissance cars stand 
at umpire headquarters day and night 
for instant assignment. Umpires ride the 
skies and thus keep informed of the 
large scale activities of the groundlings 
as well as of the movements of the 22nd 
and 111th Observation Squadrons. 

Of interest also to those ever-present 
governors of the big show are the mul- 
tiple questions of supply. By a quick 
glance at an ammunition oflicer’s running 
report, the umpire notes a failing ammu 


nition supply. When that is gone the 
barking guns must cease until more is 


brought up even if the original supply 
was imaginary. Avenues of approach are 
carefully patrolled, bridges may be out, 
and roadways blocked so that harassed 
supply officers are faced with problems 
in which no element of practicability is 
missing, in satisfying the vital necessities 
of the fighting forces. 

Thus the Chief Umpire and his assist 
ants strive by all means in their power 
to inject in this great exercise the vitality 
and complete absorption which makes for 
most eflicient training that otherwise 
could be only furnished by the whistling 
bullets of the enemy.

Changes in Army Regulations regard- 
ing the acquiring of inactive status 
credits by Reserve officers on extended 
netive duty, were announced by the War 
Department this week. Circular No, 44, 
viving the changes, provides : 

I--Voluntary flights by Air Corps Reserve 
officers on active duty with the Civilian Con 
servation Corps.—Section 11, Cireular No, 
20, War Department, 1955, is rescinded and 
the following substituted therefor 

An Air Corps Reserve officer on active duty 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps is not 
on duty requiring him to participate In regu 
lar and frequent aerial flights, but, when ap 
proved by the corps aren commander having 
assignment jurisdiction, may make voluntary 
flights, while on acerued ordinary leave of 
absence from his camp or station or otherwise 
absent with proper authority under provi 
sions of paragraph 20b, AR 605-115, without 
qualifying for increase in pay for flying, but 
may be granted Inactive status credits as pre 
scribed in paragraph 6744a (2) (e), AR 140-5, 
provided he has flight orders issued subse 
quently to Nov, 19, 1934. Qualified officers who 
; do not have flight orders issued subsequently 
| to Nov, 19, 1954, may obtain them by making 
application to the Chief of the Air Corps. Air

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Navy ‘Plucking’ Board 
(Continued from First Page) 
year be deemed an “average” number of 
vacancies? 

As the language of the section specifi- 
cally refers to “years” rather than “year” 
it is generally believed that it will be held 
that no board will be named until the see- 
ond year after passage of the act. The 
answer to the other two questions, how- 
ever, is problematical and the entire effee- 
tiveness of the section depends upon the 
answer given. 

During the fiscal year which ended last 
June, there were seven vacancies result- 
ing from retirements and seven additional 
rear admirals authorized as the result of 
the redistribution of officers in grade. 
During the current fiscal year there will 
probably be but three retirements of flag 
ollicers. If the last fiscal year counts as 
a year subsequent to the passage of the 
Act of June 23, 1938, and the seven addi- 
tional rear admirals billets count as va- 
cancies, then there will be an average of 
8% vacancies for the fiscal years 1938 and 
1930 and during the fiscal year 1940 no 
“plucking board” need be appointed, Simi- 


larly, the 14 vacancies during the fiscal 
year, 1988, and subsequent vacancies re- 


sulting from subsequent redistributions 
will keep the average yearly number of 
vacancies above eight and result in no 
board being named. 

Hlowever, if the fiscal year, 1938, is not 
au year subsequent to the passage of the 
act, then the number of vacancies result- 
ing during the fiscal years, 1939 and 1940, 
will be the first used and as about ten 
retirements are expected during the latter 
year, an average of eight vacancies will 
not be maintained and a “plucking board” 
will have to be convened. This will have 
its effect on subsequent years. Similarly 
if vacancies resulting from redistribu- 
tions are not considered vacancies within 
the meaning of Section 13 of the Act, it 


will mean that but ten vacancies will 
occur during the fiscal years 1988 and 
1930—an average of but five—and a board 


must be convened to select out 
cers, 

The text of the “plucking board” see- 
tion follows 

Sec, 14. (a) Should it be found in time of 
peace at the end of any fiscal year that the 
average number of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral for the fiseal years subsequent 
to the passage of this Act has been less than 
elght, the Secretary of the Navy shall con- 
vene a board consisting of the Chief of Naval 
Operations, the Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Fleet, and the Commander, Battle 
Force, to recommend for retirement a sufli- 
cient number of rear admirals to cause the 
aforesaid average number of vacancies, 

(b) The report of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval; if the President shall disapprove 
the recommendations of the board in whole or 
in part, the board shall then recommend addl- 
tional officers for retirement equal in number 
to those disapproved by the President, 

(c) Officers so recommended for retirement 
and approved by the President shall be 
placed upon the retired list on June 30 of the 
fiscal year of the approval of the report of 
the board, with retired pay at the rate of 75 
per centum of their active-duty pay. 


USNA Board of Visitors 

The report of the Board of Visitors to 
the Naval Academy, made public this 
week, brings up a matter that undoubt- 
edly has occurred to every midshipman 
who ever prayed to Tecumseh—whether 
the pressure of work was not too heavy 
for best results? 

Confessing that it deemed itself “in- 
sufficiently informed in regard to condi- 
tions” to answer the question it raises, 
the board in effect, left the question up 
to the Naval Academy to study. The 
Board's statement was made in response 
to a question that was laid down for their 
consideration by Rear Adm. Wilson 
Brown, superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, as to whether or not the Naval 
Academy makes the best use of its time 
to accomplish the education of officers. 

The board stated with regard to the 
question that, “members of the board 
feel that for some midshipmen a little 
more open time might be advantageous. 
Parenthetically, also, it feels strongly

that a longer period for meals is desir- 
able. However it has been recognized that 
leisure misapplied might be harmful to 
the whole purpose of training for specific 
accomplishment.” The board then delved 
into the question of how additional lei- 
sure time might be applied, if granted, 
and observed, “The problem resolves it- 
self, therefore, into the argument whether 
open time in somewhat greater measure 
would be likely to be utilized for refresh- 
ing or invigorating the mentalities of the 
men or whether it would more probably 
he utilized for oceupations which dis- 
tracted attention and discouraged mental 
processes, At this point, therefore, the 
hoard can only meet inquiry with query 
of its own.” 

The board was deeply impressed with 
the amount of work being carried on by 
midshipmen and on the question as to 
whether or not the curriculum could be 
improved in order to increase the future 
usefulness of the graduates to the Naval 
service, the report stated that it “would 
he very hesitant to suggest greater de- 
mand upon the midshipmen’s time and 
does not see at present what work now 
being done could be profitably replaced.” 

Turning to the question of whether or 


not the methods of instruction at the 
Naval Academy can be improved, the 
hoard’s report strongly advocated the 
building of a new library. The board 


stated, “The board is impressed by the 
success of the educational work in the 
vitally important cultural subjects on the 
program. It approves the scheme of visit- 
ing lecturers and of reading periods, But 
the board does not believe that such a 
program can be broucht to the degree of 
usefulness possible withort an important 
extension of library facilities. The pres- 
ent facilities are inadequate and wun- 
worthy of a national institution. The 
stacks are filled to capacity and there is 
no space for necessary and inevitable in- 
crease in books. It is essential to the edu- 
cational improvement that a library site 
he found and an adequate building proe- 
vided. The reading rooms are crowded 
and unattractive. The hoard understands 
that land which might serve as a site 
could be reclaimed at a cost of $500,000.” 


With regard to the elimination of some 
of the social studies in the Academy re- 
cently, the board observed : 


The Board is aware of the insistent require 
ments for the scientific, the technical. and pro 
fessional courses in the naval curriculum and 
realizes that within the limit of 4 years it is 
impossible to provide completelv for the 
necessary technical courses, the basic sciences, 
the social studies, and the humanities. In 
order to train a midshipman to be a naval 
officer of the Board is aware that the demands 
for training in mathematics, the hasie phvsi- 
cal selences, seamanship and navigation, ord- 
nance and gunnery, marine and electrical 
engineering bulk so large that the provision 
for the humanities, the biological sciences, 
and the social studies is necessarily smell 
within the limits of a 4-year curriculum, The 
Board also appreciates the educational values 
of thoroughly taught scientific and technical 
courses and the cultural influence of the pro- 
fessional and vocational courses under prac- 
tically skillful and devoted leadership. Learn- 
ing by doing the things they study Is pro- 
ficiently carried out in the academy and real- 
istically prepares the midshipmen in mind 
and hand to go to sea, Yet the Board wishes 
to advise against encroachments of the tech- 
nological unon the humane and social studies. 

Of the 131 semester hours embraced in the 
curriculum 35 semester hours are devoted to 
the humanities and the social sciences. Re- 
cently a reduction was made in the group of 
social studies by the elimination of courses 
in as vital a subject as economics. The Board 
regrets this reduction but recognizes the time 
limits which have brought it about. The per- 
centage of time devoted to cultural subjects 
at the Naval Academy compares favorably 
with that of other technological schools 
coming within the knowledge of the Board. 

The boards report also commented on 
the splendid condition of the Naval 
Academy buildings, and recommended 
the building of several additional struc- 
tures at the Academy. The Public Works 
Administration provided funds to carry 
out the board’s recommendations, which 
partially coincided with the program of 
the Navy Department in regard to build- 
ing at the Academy.

Vernou, commanding the Fifteenth Naval 
District, Major General David Stone, 
commanding the Army forces in the Zone, 
and Rear Admiral Yancey Williams, com 
mander of the special service squadron, 
and read as follows: 

“Tam increasingly impressed with the 
fine understanding of the vital importance 
of the canal and its efficient operation and 
protection by the various services repre 
sented,” his message said. 

“T was impressed anew yesterday with 
the constant improvement of the canal

THE COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL OF THE ARMY AND THE COAST Guard 
again have cause for gratitude to Senator Sheppard for action in their behalf. 
M. I. N. I. called attention last week to an astonishing discrimination from which 
the Commissioned personnel of these two Services are suffering. In compliance with 
the request of the House Naval Committee, the Navy Department is drafting a pay 
bill for its commissioned personnel, and a Board is studying the pay and promotion 
system of the commissioned warrant and warrant officers; and, in accordance with 
the suggestion of Senator Sheppard, an interdepartmental Board is considering the 
enlisted pay of the several Services. All of this is a necessary and desirable activity. 
When the discrimination being practiced against the commissioned personnel of the 
Army and the Coast Guard was mentioned by M. I. N. L., Senator Sheppard promptly 
wrote to the Secretaries of Treasury, War and Navy requesting that commissioned 
pay be included in the study. Thus, it is assured that the interdepartmental board 
will cover the entire matter of pay revision, which, of course, should include that of 
retired officers and enlisted men. As a result, a long step will be taken toward the 
legislation, which is of such vital importance to the several Services, It was the con- 
ception of those who favored only a naval pay study that because of the popularity 
of the Sea Force, Congress would pass a bill promptly. They failed to take into con- 
sideration, however, that the Army and the Coast Guard, too, will have friends in 
the next Congress, and that they would not permit one Service to be benefited, while 
the others remained stagnant, Moreover, President Roosevelt has emphatically stated 
that any pay revision must include all. It follows, as a result of Senator Sheppard's 
action, that there will be unity in the collation of facts which will support the recom- 
mendations of the Secretaries of War and Navy for an increase in pay which will be 
in consonance with the rise in the cost of living since the 1908 scale, with slight amend- 
ments in 1922, was established. Civilian pay in executive departments has been con- 
stantly augmented, and salaries which were undreamed of seventeen years ago, now 
are being provided, The Services, of course, have no criticism to offer of civilian 
fortune; indeed they feel that living costs justify it. But they feel, too, that their 
plight should receive prompt consideration, The action of Senator Sheppard will 
assure it.

SOUTH AMERICANS ARE SPECULATING as to the real reason why President 
Roosevelt selected the Gallapagos Islands as a fishing stop on the Pacific cruise from 
which he has just returned. Can it be, they are asking, that he contemplates reviving 
the efforts of years ago for American acquisition of the archipelago? Before the 
Panama Canal was constructed, this Government approached Ecuador relative to its 
purchase, but the matter was dropped because Quito was disposed to hold on to it 
for its guano and ochilla moss, and there was no American sentiment in favor of 
placing the Flag there. The importance of the Panama Canal as a strategic waterway 
und to American defense, has given additional importance to the Islands. Seized by 
an enemy, they would serve as an aviation and submarine base, which could operate 
against the Canal and interfere with our traflic to South America. Because of the 
President’s deep interest in naval affairs, and because of his seizure of Canton and 
Enderbury Islands in the Pacific, primarily as aviation bases, it is natural that South 
Americans should conclude that he wanted by personal inspection, to decide whether 
or not to revive the negotiations with Ecuador for the purchase of the Gallapagos 
group. Inquiry brings the denial that the President’s visit was for the purpose sug- 
gested by suspicious South American minds, but undoubtedly the Islands will continue 
to play their part in naval strategy, and because of this fact will be always of peculiar 
interest to the United States.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Once more the Russians and the Japanese have agreed to cease 
fighting along the Manchuquoan frontier, and are negotiating a territorial settlement 
in that region. Operating to bring about this result on the part of the Soviets is the 
fact that they do not feel sufficiently strong in the Far East to strike, the internal 
condition of the country, and the European situation, and, on the part of the Japanese. 
their preoccupation in China and the consequences of the invasion upon their home 
affairs, and their failure, according to all reports, to obtain other than moral support 
from Germany and Italy. While the mixed Commission to be appointed may be able to 
delineate the Manchuquoan frontier, its success by no means will remove the basic and 
dangerous differences which exist between the two Governments. The military and 
naval power in control in Japan holds that the mission of their country requires 
dominance in the Far Kast, which includes all of northern China and, possibly, the 
maritime provice of Siberia and the fisheries of the Oskosh Sea. The urge for a warm 
water port persists under the Soviets as it did under the Czars, and Moscow, like the 
old Petersburg, is vitally concerned over the fate of China. Nor can it abandon to 
their fate the Soviet republic of Inner Mongolia, the troops which have received 
Russian instruction, and the communistic movement existing in China. Thus, aside 
from clashing territorial and commercial interests there is involved conflicting 
ideologies, which also breeds conflict. Entering into the calculations of the powers that 
be in Moscow and Tokyo is the delicate situation prevailing in Europe. The threat 
of « general war hangs heavy over the Old World, The fact that so far it has been 
uvolded may be attributed to a number of causes—fear of slaughter, and of the de- 
struction of the men responsible for it, the increasing strength of the democracies, 
which may convince the aggressors that they cannot afford the gamble, the hope that 
through continued fishing in troubled waters expansion may be arranged as in the 
case of Austria, the possibility that an internal convulsion may take place which will 
overthrow an ambitious ruler, etc. On the other hand, war may be precipitated by an 
ill-considered aggressive move based upon the belief that the pacific nations are not 
ready to resist, or by an incident, which may inflame public opinion. France and 
Russia have announced they will fight if Germany acts against Czecho-Slovakia, 
and Great Britain's increasing interest in the solution of the Sudeten problem of that 
country shows her interest in its fate. Spain, too, is a powder keg, with the Govern- 
ment aided by France and Russia, and the rebels uided by Italy and Germany, and 
London working incessantly to maintain the integrity of Spain and to preserve the 
status quo in North Africa, and contenting itself with protests against the killing of 
British seamen and the destruction of British shipping and other property. A part 
of the picture, too, is the disorder in Palestine, important in connection with the Suez 
Canal, and, of course, the Japanese hostilities against the Chinese. This brief de- 
scription of the world situation shows how close a general war is, and how those who 
want peace breathe a sigh of relief whenever a truce is arranged, such as that in 
connection with the Manchuquoan frontier. It is obvious that Murope and Asia cannot 
go from crisis to crisis much longer; and the knowledge of that fact is responsible 
for tentative moves which this Government has been making toward bringing about 
aun international conference at which the antagonistic nations can effect some sort of 
a composition of their differences. Both the President and Secretary full realize 
that force only can achieve this result. It has been noted that from mild ‘representa- 
tion, the United States has moved toward emphatic protest, especially in the Far 
Kast. It has done so as our strength, both naval and military, has increased. It is 
of peaceful interest that we are getting to the point where what we say is being 
heeded. Included in our maneouvers is our cooperation with Great Britain and 
Mrance, not joint, but parallel. Doubtless impressive to the autocracies is the Anglo- 
American arrangement for the joint occupation and use for aviation and communica- 
tion purposes of the islands of Canton and Enderbury, seized some months ago by 
order of President Roosevelt. Here is a concrete demonstration of close connection 
between American and British interests, and as such will have an important influence 
upon the diplomacy of Tokyo, Berlin and Vienna. 











Far Eastern Military Situation—No further military movements have occurred 
during the past week following the clash of armed forces of the Japanese and Russian 
Armies in the vicinity of Changkufeng Hill on the Manchoukuoan border, Press dis- 
patches indicate that both powers are now discussing terms of an armistice. 

Along the Yangtze River, the advance of the Japanese force operating on the 
north bank was halted due to spreading waters of the Yangtze, released by breaks in 
the dikes some 20 miles upstream from Kiukiang. No further advance was made 


south of the river, 


Island Dispute Arbitrated—The American and British governments this week an- 
nounced a working agreement with regard to the use of Canton and Enderbury Islands, 
focal points in a dispute that arose when President Roosevelt claimed them for the 
United States early this year, and a strategic link in the Navy’s Pacifie line of ob- 
servation. 

Title to the islands is still undetermined, since both governments claim the 
islands, but under the announced accord the two powers will set up an administrative 
system to grant “equal facilities” for aviation and communication developments. 

The joint announcement said, “The government of the United States and of the 
United Kingdom have agreed to set up a regime for the use in common of the islands 
of Canton and Enderbury in the Phoenix group and for the employment of these 
islands for purposes connected with international aviation and communication, with 
equal facilities for each party,” the communique said, “The details of the regime 
will be determined in notes to be exchanged between the two governments.” 

State Department officials were quick to add that the agreement in no way implies 
a political agreement between the two governments and that it did not in any way 
contemplate measures in common for national defense. 


Bar Advancement of National Guard Pay—The National Guard Bureau of the 
War Department has informed the various State Adjutant Generals that a practice 
in effect in a number of National Guard units whereby officers advanced funds to 
enlisted men and cashed their pay checks under a power of attorney must be 
stopped. The action was taken following a ruling of the General Accounting Office 
that such procedure was irregular and prohibited by law. The Acting Comptroller 
ruled: 





“In order to stimulate drill attendance, officers of various companies, * # + 
National Guard, adopted the plan of paying for attendance at each weekly drij 
in cash, to those who desired to be paid in this manner, either by the use of personaj 


funds or through the medium of a loan obtained from some bank. To insure eg. 
lection of such advances from personal funds, the officers involved secured powers 
of attorney from the men in order that drill pay checks might be retained ang 
endorsed in event of failure of an enlisted man to voluntarily make repayment of 
such advance. When pay checks were distributed a number of the men endorsed 
their checks and turned thei back to the officers, whereas in other cases the check 
were retained and endorsed by the officers as attorney or agent. 

“The practice of officers of advancing cash for each drill and obtaining repay. 
ment of such advances in the manner stated, even though the method of repayment 
may be voluntary on the part of those involved, is looked upon with disfavor by 
this office because of the many irregularities to which it may lead. It has long 
been held that no officer or employee of the Government can create a valid clain 
in his favor by paying obligations of the United States from his own funds, 4 
number of officers of various companies have rendered financial assistance to some 
of their enlisted personnel, either by making small loans or by paying for certajy 
purchases of the men the liability for which had been assumed by the officer 
Payment of such debts was generally secured through the retention of checks and 
use of power of attorney given to the officer or by the voluntary turning back of 
pay checks by the men after having endorsed them, and the difference betweey 
the amount of the pay check and the amount of the debt, if any, was refunded to 
the Guardsman by personal check of the olflicers or in cash, 

“No officer should subscribe to or guarantee payments for obligations cop 
tracted by enlisted men. The requiring of the payee’s endorsement on a check or 
use of a power of attorney and withholding the amount thereof from him fo 
delivery to his creditors may lead to serious irregularities, and the practice whid 
umounts to either a voluntary assignment, prohibited by section 3477, Revised 
Statutes, or to an instrument in the nature of a writ of attachment, roid as against 
funds of the United States in the hands of a disbursing offiecr (8 Comp. Dec, 22), 
should be discontinued.” 





Business Administration Training-—Eligible officers of the Ordnance Department, 
Air Corps, Quartermaster Corps, Signal Corps, Finance Department and Chemical 
Warfare Service, who desire to take the two-year course in business administration at 
the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration, Harvard University, Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, or the one-year course at Babson Institute, Babson Park, 
Wellesley Hills, Massachusetts, should submit their applications, through channels, to 
their respective Chief of Branches and should place this information on their annual 
preference cards, the War Department declared this week. 

The War Department is continuing the policy which has been in effect for the past 
fifteen years of each year having approximately eight officers of the Supply Arms and 
Services commence the two-year course at the Harvard Business School and one 
officer commence the one-year course at Babson Institute. This policy was inaugurated 
shortly after the World War in order to build up within the Supply Branches a pool 
of officers with special training in business administration. Both courses are of excep 
tional value to the individual and to the War Department. Successful completion of 
the course at the Harvard Business School leads to the award of a degree of Master 
in Business Administration. Babson Institute awards a diploma upon successful com 
pletion of the course. Tuition of student officers at the Harvard Business School is 7 
paid by the War Department. Babson Institute awards the War Department one 7 
scholarship each year which exempts the officer from payment of tuition. 

In general, the officers selected must possess requirements as follows: a. Be 
graduates of universities, college or scientific schools (including United States Mil 
tary Academy and United States Naval Academy). b. Have made a creditable ace 
demic record in college. Special attention will be paid to the records in Economies and 
English. c. Not to be above 40 years of age on September 1st of the year in which the 
officer enters the course. d. Have an efficiency rating of at least “Excellent” over the 
four years immediately preceding the selection. e. Have demonstrated a fitness fot 
higher training in business methods. f. Be in excellent physical condition, especially 
in regard to eyesight. 





Reports on Major Generals—Under a change in Army Regulations announced this 
week, efficiency reports will be rendered on all major generals by their military 
perior. AR 600-185, governing efficiency reports, formerly prescribed that report 
should be made on all officers below the grade of major general. Under the change. 
only the Chief of Staff is exempt. The need for the reports is said to have ocurred 
to the War Department in connection with the consideration now being given to the 
wholesale shift in general officer assignments which will occur in the Fall with the 
retirement of four ranking corps area commanders. It was found that there W#* 
little knowledge in the War Department of the relative caliber of service of some of 
the major generals since the appointment to that grade. Moreover, in the study made 
by the General Staff, it was pointed out that in cases of branch chiefs who revert @ 
their permanent rank of colonel and continue on active duty there is a hiatus of four 
years in their official record. 


Army Increases Dental Service—To increase the service rendered by the Deal! 
Corps to Army personnel, dental officers are to be relieved of all laboratory work and 
the making of all dental replacements will be handled by central dental Inboratories. 
Dental laboratories already exist at the Army Medical Center, Washington, PD. C. 
at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., but a great deal of the laboratory work of post dental 7 
officers has had to be done locally with consequentially less time spent at the cha & 
A War Department circular this week gives advance notice of new Army Regulatiom 
permitting the establishment of such central dental laboratories in corps areas al 
departments as may hereafter be prescribed by the War Department. Three such 
establishments will be immediately set up—at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., Atlanta, Gs. J 
and the Presidio of San Francisco, General hospitals will continue to do their = : 
laboratory work as will certain exempted stations to be designated from time te tim 
by the Surgeon General. Otherwise the three new central laboratories with the 
now operating will take over all mechanical dentistry. In order to obtain additions! 
trained enlisted personnel for the new establishments, the course at the Army Dents 
School has been lengthened from four to twelve months. Sixteen men will begit the 
training, Sept. 15.

Troops Return Home 

The Third Army, after nearly two 
weeks of war games in the De Soto Na- 
tional Forest, is going home. The trek 
back will mark the close of the greatest 
of all peace-time maneuvers, 

The public marvels at the speed and 
efliciency with which trained labor gangs 
of a circus pack away the “Big Top.” But 
their job is tiny compared to that of re- 
turning fleets of massive tanks, batteries 
of Field guns, troops of cavalry horses 
and the 26,000 officers and men involved 
in these war exercises. 

Details of going home were worked out 
by a staff headed by Maj. David I. Blake- 
lock, aided by Capt. Crump Garvin and 
Lt. Dan Gilmer. In a little shack at an 
abandoned CCC camp they have labored 
surrounded by maps and charts showing 
what is to go where, when and how. 
Forty-two railroad trains, departing from 
Biloxi, Ocean Springs, Gulfport, Brook 
lyn, Wortham and Saucier, will be re 
quired. 

Speedy handling is necessary that all 
units of the National Guard which fur 
nished most of the forces may reach home 
stations by Aug. 14, when their tour of 
duty officially ceases. 

A train will depart every hour, the first 
to leave on the morning of Aug. 12. Most 
of them will be specials, though small 
units will travel in chartered coaches 
coupled to regular trains. No troops will 
be intermingled with regu'ar passengers 
except for a few reserve officers return 
ing home as individuals. 

The army expects its record of carrying 
700 truckloads of men from train to field 
without serious accident despite blinding 
rains and slippery roads can be dupli 








cated when these same trucks reverse the 
movement. 

Marked “handle with care” will be 
nearly 1,500 cavalry horses going home 
in railroad stock cars, And each trooper 
will spend anxious hours at home waiting 
delivery of his charger, for a cavalryman 
loves his horse. The 500 National Guard 
horses will be shipped Aug. 12, the 800 
Regular Army animals following two days 
later. 

While trains depart, a vast caravan of 
1,00 motor vehicles also will roll home- 
ward along southern highways. These 
present a problem even more difficult, for 
no motors will move after dark, and many 
destinations are hundreds of miles away. 
The 113th Field Artillery, dragging its 
heavy guns, will require five days to reach 
its North Carolina home station. 

But no details have been left to chance. 
The transportation officer of each motor- 
ized unit will receive sealed instructions, 
including road maps marking routes to be 
followed, schedules for rates of travel, 
and stops for meals and overnight bi- 
youacs, 

A cleanup detail of about 1,500 will con- 
tinue on duty here until Aug. 25. They 
will crate and check final property ship- 
ments, requiring about 15 freight cars. 
These will carry huge quantities of tent- 
age, bedding, medical supplies, surplus 
stores of non-perishable foods, water 
pumps and similar equipment. 

Casualty List Small 

Hardships of war agree with Uncle 
Sam’s khaki legions participating in ma- 
neuvers, Lt. Col, Lorin A, Green, Brown 
Corps Surgeon, reports that military hos- 
pitals cared for only one-fourth the num 
ber of sick and injured expected at the 
outbreak of hostilities, 

“It is remarkable the way these fellows 
can take it,” Colonel Green said, pointing 
to thousands of National Guardsmen and 
Reserve Officers unaccustomed to march 
ing and fighting in dust and mud, sleeping

and eating in the open, facing torrential 
rains and blistering heat. 

While the army stresses preventative, 
rather than curative medicine, surgeons 
point with pride to hospital facilities 
available at Brown and Blue headquar- 
ters and at Biloxi, Gulfport and Hatties- 
burg, where serious cases were placed in 
private institutions, 

Surrounded by a= staff of National 
Guard and Reserve Officers, many of them 
prominent in Southern medical circles, 
surgeons of the opposing forces gave 
every case from the field the best atten- 
tion. 

The staff of Colonel Green at Brown 
Corps headquarters included Lt. Col. 
John M. Musser, head of the department 
of medicine, Tulane University; Lt. Col. 
Robert Strong, head of the Tulane depart- 
ment of pediatrics, and Col, W. P. Nichol- 
son, prominent Atlanta Surgedn. An 
equally efficient set-up functioned under 
Lt. Col. Hodge A. Newell at Blue Head- 
quarters, 

Modern camouflage methods were ef 
fectively employed by both the invading 
Brown and defending Blue forces during 
the maneuvers,

Travel by Commercial Aircraft 

Travel by commercial aircraft, author- 
ized for Government personnel in the re- 
cent Civil Aeronautics Act without re 
gard to the comparative cost of rail and 
air transportation, can only be per 
formed by authority of the Secretary of 
War, the War Department announced 
this week. 

Circular No. 41, issued this week, gives 
instructions as to compliance with the 
Act, pending the publication of changes 
in Army Regulations. Section 204(¢) of 
the Civil Aeronautics Act provides: 

Travel by personnel of the United States 
Government on commercial aircraft, domestic 
or foreign, including travel between airports 
and centers of population or posts of duty 
when incidental to travel on commercial air 
craft, shall be allowed at public expense when 
authorized or approved by competent author 


ity, and transportation requests for such 
travel may be issued upon such authoriza 
tions. Such expense shall be allowed without 


regard to comparative costs of transportation 
by aircraft with other modes of transports 
tion. 

The Circular, after quoting the above, 
continues : 

2 authority,” as used in the 
above-quoted Act, as relates to travel by War 
Department personnel, military or civillan, is 
held to be the Secretary of War, and no order 
authorizing or directing travel by military or 
civilian personnel of the War Department, by 
commercial alreraft, involving expense to the

United States, will be issued withont the 
written authorization of the Secretary of 
War. All requests for such authorization will 


be addressed to The Adjutant General, and 
will in each case include the following: 

a. Rensons why travel by commercial air 
craft 

hb. Complete itinerary of contemplated 
journey by air, and approximate number of 
hours involved, including flying time and 
stopes. 

c. Cost of air travel, for which authority is 
requested, compared to travel by rail or other 
mode of transpoftation, In this connection, 
comparative costs of transportation, per diem 
or other reimbursement, and = savings in 
salary and allowances because of more expe 
ditious travel by aircraft (as contemplated by 
par. &, Standardized Government Travel Reg 
ulations) will be shown 

3. The provisions of this cireular do not 
operate to require approval of the Secretary 
of War in cases of military personnel In a 
mileage status, under orders which do not 
specify mode of travel, who elect to pay their 
own transportation costs and travel by com 
mercial alreraft. 

4. It is advised in this connection that the 
method of reimbursement for official travel in 
a mileage status, by commercial aireraft, 
under the above-quoted provisions of law, has 
not been definitely determined, and decision 
in the matter as well as other necessary 
changs In regulations, will be communicated 
to all concerned at a later dats

Fort Francis E. Warren, Wyo., Aug. 7— 
Six tons of ammunition will be fired in the 
Battle of Cheyenne beginning Monday in 
the war maneuvers of the Third Army 
Reserve in the Pole Mountain Military 
Reservation mid-way between Cheyenne 
and Laramie, according to Brig. Gen. 
Prnest D. Peek, USA, commander. 

The Reds under Brig. Gen. William FE. 
Guthner, Colo, NG, advancing from their 
base at Laramie, with a superior attack- 
ing force, will fire 106,000 rounds of ma- 
chine gun ammunition, 30,000 rounds of 
rifle bullets, 1,500 rounds of anti-tank 
missiles, and 192 big 75 shells. 

No one knows just when and where all 
the firing will take place. The command- 
ers, General Guthner on the Red side, and 
Col. Ray C. Hill, on the Blue side, will 
have practically a free rein on their ma- 
neuvers. They will have specific missions 
but may execute them according to their 
own ingenuity. 

The Blues will have a smaller force 
because their mission is to defend from 
strong positions in the mountains. Con- 
sequently they will not require as much 
ummunition as the Reds. Blues will ex- 
pend 54,000 rounds for machine guns, 
16,000 for rifles, 1,500 for anti-tank guns, 
and 64 for the 75's. 

The Headquarters Battery of the 76th 
Kield Artillery, USA, commanded by 
Capt. Hl. L. Ingham, left Aug. 3 to estab- 
lish the camp of headquarters of the 
Third Army Reserve at the Wyoming Na- 
tional Guard camp grounds in the reser- 
vation, Captain Ingham’s troops consti- 
tute the headquarters troops and military 
police of the army.

camp. Chief of the umpires is Col. Rob- 
ert T. Phinney of Denver, The effective- 
ness of every maneuver undertaken by 
each side will be judged by the umpires, 
the 50 umpires will be all over the reser- 
vation, some with the infantry, some with 
the artillery, some with the tanks. Special 
umpires are assigned to judge elfective- 
ness of the aviation activities of the 
forces, 

Friday morning the 20th Infantry and 
the 76th Field Artillery, U. 8S. Army left 
Fort Warren for the front. This morning 
they will go into action as the Blues in 
the “Battle of Cheyenne,” to defend the 
railway yards and airport at Cheyenne 
against a Red attack, 

The 20th Infantry is commanded by 
Colonel Hill He will be the commander 
of the entire Blue force, which will have a 
platoon of tanks and a squadron of cavy- 
alry in addition to its infantry and artil- 
lery. 

The infantry regiment is composed of 
S85 officers and 1,150 men. Its equipment 
consists of 24 trucks, 3 reconnaissance 
cars, 8 motorcycles, 10 wagons, 100 mules, 
8S machine guns, and several small howit- 
zers and 37 mm, guns. 

The first battalion of the 20th marched 
four miles and then rode on trucks to 
within four miles of the Blue concentra- 
tion area mid-way between Crystal Lake 
and Granite Lake, north of the Happy 
Jack Road near the Pole Mountain Mili- 
tary Reservation. The concentration area 
is about 24 miles from here. 

The second battalion marched seven 
miles from the post und then rode in 
trucks to within two miles of the camp. 
The Third Battalion marched 10 miles 
and then was carried all the way into the 
camp. 

Meantime, the Red forces, under com- 
mand of Brig. Gen, William EK. Guthner, 
Colo. NG, are at Golden, Colorado, and 
at Laramie, Wyoming. The Colorado Na- 
tional Guard at Golden Aug. 3 proceeded 
to Laramie in a mile-long truck convoy 
yesterday. The Ist infantry, U. 8S. Army, 
stationed here left Ang. 4 to join the Red 
forces at Laramie. 

The 76th Field Artillery, commanded 
by Colonel J. E. Mort, left here Fri- 
day. The 76th has 34 officers and 355 en- 
listed mer. It has 320 horses, 18 trueks, 
and a passenger car. It has 8 French 75 
mm, guns. 

All Blue troops were ordered to be in 
position in their concentration area by 
Friday at 6 P. M. The Reds must have 
completed their movement to Laramie by 
7 P.M. yesterday. 

Assigned the definite Red mission of 





proceeding from Laramie through the 
mountainous military reservation to seize 
Cheyenne, General Guthner is free to 
reach his goal according to his own meth- 
ods. He has the 89 square miles of the 
reservation, which is part of the Medicine 
Bow National Forest, in which to make 
his advance. No one knows where or 
when the Blues will intercept him. This 
freedom of movement, devoid of pre- 
arranged controls, is unique in large-scale 
war games. 

With a total personnel of 7,000 officers 
and men engaged in the maneuver, the 
Third Army Reserve will undoubtedly be 
one of the most interesting maneuvers 
ever held in the United States. Because 
of this, General Peek has opened the ma- 
neuver to the public. Visitors are wel- 
come and will be shown every courtesy, he 
said. 

Hundreds of tourists and residents of 
Laramie and Cheyenne are expected to 
visit the reservation during the ma- 
neuvers,

tmphasizes Religious Freedom 

Col. William R. Arnold, Chief of Chap- 
lains of the Army, this week in a circular 
letter warned chaplains throughout the 
CCC and CMTC camps of the United 
States against using pressure to insure 
attendance at religious services. Chaplain 
Arnold said : 

“Occasionally information comes to this 
office that in CCC camps and ©. M. 'T. 
Camps men are compelled, against their 
wishes, by direct order or indirect: pres- 
sure, to attend religious services under 
the guise of military or patriotic forma- 
tions. 

“Chaplains and other officers, no matter 
how praiseworthy their motives, must re- 
member that in the Army and its various 
components there is no law, regulation, 
or custom which compels a man to attend 
a religious service contrary to his con- 
viction or against his wishes. 

“This respect for the individual's reli- 
gous freedom also forbids the unethical 
use of any indirect or subtle pressure. 
The smaller the minority group the more 
need of care for its rights and privileges. 
Otherwise, religious fervor may be found 
in offense against real charity. The best 
religious technique is persuasion by ex- 
ample, not by coercion.” 


Send Marine Band Uniforms 


In a gesture that is believed to be un- 
precedented in the history of the Marine 
Corps, 72 uniforms of the Marine Band 
were loaned to the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Film Company for use in a new picture

Letters to the Editor 
Badge For Service With CCC 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I feel certain that I am expressing the 
thoughts of many officers now, or for- 
merly, on duty with the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, when I offer the sug- 
gestion that a suitable badge be au 
thorized for issue to all Regular Army 
Officers, Reserve Officers and Regular 
Army enlisted personnel who are now 
serving, or who have served, with the 
CCC provided that separation from such 
assignment be in all cases honorable, 

Many officers have now almost twenty 
years of service behind them without 
opportunity to qualify for a service or 
campaign badge of any sort—-when the 
problem of Civilian Conservation Corps 
administration arose, the officers met it 
and that they did an outstandingly effi- 
cient job, none will deny—the enlisted 
personnel, too, were invaluable in early 
ccc days——are not these faithful 
vants worthy of a badge of recognition? 

I offer as my suggestion, a bronze 
badge of a design symbolizing the work 
of the CCC, as approved by the Secretary 
of War, such badge to be suspended by a 
ribbon of (a) deep forest green with 4 
inch stripe of Olive Drab in center or (b) 
deep forest green with a stripe of olive 
drab, not more than 4 inch in width at 
or near the edges of the ribbon. To indi- 
cate length of service with the CCC, a 
plain bronze clasp (similar to battle clasp 
in design) would indicate service of 
LESS than one year; a plain silver clasp 
for each full year of service and a plain 
gold bar for each FIVE years of service, 
stars of like color and number to be worn 
on the service ribbon in lieu of badge. 

Having entered the Regular Army as 
an enlisted man before our entry into the 
World War, I have had my opportunities 
to acquire service badges and this letter 
is not written from any selfish motive— 
it is however, my firm belief that this re- 
cent loyal and efficient service of these 
younger officers and present day Regular 
Army enlisted men should receive ap- 
propriate recognition.

Hditor, ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL: 

Having observed the good work brought 
about, in part, by the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL during the past Congressional 
session and being too “small fry” to as- 
sume to make suggestions to those who 
frame and make legislation, I hope hereby 
to present through your medium my idea 
of certain changes which if enacted would 
he of the most universal benefit to the 
enlisted men of the Army, merely in hope 
that someone who is in position to make 
suggestions to the General Staff and legis- 
lators would read and agree. 

I group these “improvements” into four 
classes as follows: 

1. Bonus—I believe that the bonus as 
an incentive to re-enlist should be abol- 
ished in-so-far as it applies to those who 
may become career men, ie. those in the 
first three grades. I believe the bonus 
should be paid to lower-grade enlisted 
men provided they are single, and have 
been discharged with character and efli- 
ciency ratings highest and next highest 
respectively. That is “Excellent” and 
“Excellent” as rated at the present time.

2. Pay—I believe that the two lowey 
grades are underpaid, and that everyoy, 
is in agreement that something is ah 
lutely necessary here. I advocate thy 
recruits (men with less than one year, 
service) should be paid $21 monthly, thy 
privates should be paid a minimum of gy 
monthly, and that privates 1cl should jy 
paid $36 monthly. I believe that they 
should be five specialists ratings, $5, $1 
$15, $20 and $25, the latter to be known « 
first class and include the present appor 
tionment of first and second Class rating, 
and that the others should be known 
2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th class and be in tly 
same apportionments as the present 3pq

Born at Wheeler, in 1872, he was the

(“Fightin’ Joe”) Wheeler, USA, grad- 


late of the Military Academy in 1859, 
who resigned from the Army in 1861 to 
join the Confederacy. General Wheeler 
had service with the U. S. Volunteers 
during the Spanish-American War and 
the Philippine Insurrection, at the end 
of which he was commissioned in the 
Regular Army and was retired in 1900, 

Colonel Wheeler was admitted to the 
Military Academy in 1801, and upon 
graduation was assigned to the Artillery.

Wheeler, commanding the Cavalry Bri 
sade, Sth Army Corps, and later the 4th 
\rmy Corps, in 1898. Ile went to Cuba,

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Bountiful crops are encouraging finan- 
cial and business circles to believe that 
agriculture will make for more prosper- 
ous conditions this fall and winter. The 
official forecast for corn is a production 
of two and a half billion bushels, which 
will make unnecessary a referendum 
among farmers on the application of mar- 
keting quotas; for a combined winter and 
spring wheat crop of 956 million bushels, 
and for an indicated production of oats of 
1 billion bushels. With the exception of 
apples, which will be a third less in quan- 
tity than last year, the minor crops are 
slightly above or below what they were in 
1937. Entering into this satisfactory sit- 
uation is the reclamation of the so-called 
“Dust bowl” which involved the loss of 
the valuable top soil of some 97 million 
acres. This reclamation has been brought 
about largely by the rains and by the con- 
servation activities of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. In the Dust Bowl area, 
which includes South Dakota, Wyoming, 
Montana, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Texas 
and Colorado, 32 million acres are now in 
cultivation, It is estimated that from cul- 
tivation must be taken 6 million acres, 
which will be put into grasses, leaving 
26 million acres, sufficient, in the opinion 
of Washington to maintain the popula- 
tion in a fair state of prosperity. Soil 
officials fear better conditions will cause 
farm owners and tenants to return to 
ruinous soll depleting planting, but they 
ure relying upon benetit payments to 
arrest this movement. In respect of 
prices, wheat and corn are considerably 
below last year, the former now selling 
wround SO cents as against $1.26 on the 
sume day last year, and the latter at 67 
cents as against $1.27 last year. As heavy 
yields are being reported from foreign 
countries, exports of wheat are not ex 
pected to be any larger than those of last 
year. That the trend toward conserva- 
tism is continuing throughout the country 
is evidenced, not only by the recent 
primaries, which indicate a more inde- 
pendent Congress, but by an election in 
Ogden, Utah, in which the voters disap- 
proved four proposals for the construe- 
tion of an electric distribution system 
which would compete with a private 
utility serving the city. As to the prim- 
airies, Senator Barkley was renominated 
in Kentucky. In Ohio, Senator Bulkley 
was renominated, but Governor Davey, 
opposed by the Administration and the 
CLO, was defeated by a small majority. 
Mrs. Carraway, endorsed by the Presi- 
dent as were Barkley and Bulkley, was 
renominated in Arkansas, Senator Pope, 
a New Dealer, was beaten in Idaho. To 
date, the Administration purge has not 
operated against the four Senators who 
have come up for renomination, but the 
President has lost a staunch supporter in 


Pope. Finance and business believe if the | 


primaries continue as they have, the 
President will be less disposed to press 
reforms and taxes embarrassing to them. 
However, in Georgia, the Chief Executive 
stuck to his guns, and expressed the wish 
that the voters would defeat Senator 
George. In an interesting summary of 
the railroad wage situation, Brown, Har- 
riman & Company, of New York, ob-

“As expected, the conferences between 
the representatives of the Class I rail- 
roads and their employees on the subject 
of the proposed wage cut became 
hopelessly deadlocked during the past 
week and the matter has been re- 
ferred to the National Mediation 
Board. If mediation efforts fail, which 
now seems likely, the law requires the 
National Mediation Board to attempt to 
induce both sides to agree to the appuint- 
ment of a voluntary arbitration board 
whose decision would be final. Under the 
law, if either side refuses to arbitrate, the 
employees could decide whether to strike, 
If a strike is decided on, the National 
Mediation Board would be required to 
report to the President of the existence 
of a national emergency. Under such cir- 
cumstances the law gives the President 
the power to appoint a new fact-tinding 
ugency to investigate the whole dispute 








fact-finding board and the delays in- 
volved in the procedure under the law 
give public opinion an opportunity to be 
brought to bear on the controversy. The 
chief hope of the carriers of obtaining a 
wage cut seems to lie in the appointment 
of a fact-finding body which is in a po- 
sition to give the public authentic and de- 
tailed information about the financial 
needs of the carriers, of the actual rates 
of pay and the effect in operation of the 
“featherbed” rules and other expensive 
working conditions imposed by the rail- 
way labor unions. 

“While these wage discussions have 
been going on, the employees of the bank- 
rupt Rutland Railroad have been forced 
to adopt a realistic policy with respect to 
the financial status of their employer. 
Under court order the receiver of the road 
was unable to continue to employ after 
August 4 any individual who did not 
agree to a voluntary wage deduction of 
from 10% to 30% based on the amount 
of weekly pay. The unpaid balance of 
such wages shall not constitute a prior 
claim on the future earnings of the road. 
The alternative to the acceptance of this 
wage deduction was the threatened 
ubandonment of the entire property. 


General Sweeney to Visit Posts

In its first grant of dual subsidies to | 
competing lines, the United States Mari- | 


time Commission this week granted sub- 
sidies to the American South African 
Lines, Inc., and the Seas Shipping Com- 
pany, operators of the Robin Line, who 
are rivals on the same trade route from 
Atlantic Coast ports to South and East 
Africa. 

The Commission, in making the grants, 
ruled out a request of the American South 


African Line for an exclusive subsidy on 
the route, a move which is seen by ob- | 


servers as one directed against any at- 
tempt of a subsidized line to obtain a 
monopoly on traffic over its route. 


The terms of the subsidies, granted on | 


an experimental six months basis with 
automatic extension to twelve years at 
the option of the Maritime Commission, 


call for each of the two lines to plan and | 


ask for bids on new ships and also to 
make every effort to effect a merger or 
consolidation. Another provision of the 
subsidies calls for the two lines to make 
satisfactory arrangements covering sail- 
ings and cargo carryings to eliminate, as 
far as possible, competition between them- 
Selves. 

The fight between the lines for the 
African trade routes has waxed hot and 
heavy since 1935, when the Robin Line 
instituted a service to Africa. 
American South African Lines began its 


service in 1922, being established by the | 


old Shipping Board and sold to the present 
owners in 1925. The line was operated 
nrst with a mail subsidy contract and 
later with a temporary subsidy. The 
Robin Line has been operating without a 
subsidy since its inception in 1985. The 
two lines fought a rate war for a num- 


ber of months, and it was not until July | 


1, 1937 that this was settled. 

The American South African Lines, in 
asking for an exclusive subsidy, cited the 
fact that the American South African 
Line was an already subsidized line and 
that therefore the Maritime Commission 


was without legal right to grant a sub- | 


sidy to another line competing on the 
same route. The Commission, however, 
ruled that they were entirely within their 
rights in granting the subsidy to the 
Robin Line, 

Except for the City of New York, which 
is owned by the American South African 


Line, all of the vessels owned by each of | 


the lines are at least seventeen years old, 
The mean speed of these vessels is from 
ten to ten and one half knots. The City 
of New York has 2 speed of thirteen and 
one-half knots.

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Navy Divers Set Record 

Record deep sea dives have been made 
recently *t the Washington Navy Yard 
and off the USS Falcon, Submarine Res 
ge Vessel operating from Portsmouth, 
v H., by divers using Navy standard div- 
ing suits and with a mixture of helium 
oxygen for air supply, the Navy Depart 
went said this week, 

Depths to 500 feet were reached under 
simulated conditions in the diving 
tank at the Washington Navy Yard by 
Master Diver J. H. McDonald, USN and 
Master Diver William Badders, USN. 
ietual deep sea conditions were simulated 
yy partially filling the tank with water 
and applying air pressure equivalent to 
va pressure at 500 feet. All of the first 
dass divers of the experimental diving 
wit at that yard attained depths over 
wo ft. during the experiments. Subse 
quently, open sea tests were undertaken 
and completed last month on board the 
falcon during which an actual descent 
w over 400 feet was made by Master Di 
ver Badders. 

Until these depihs were reached, 306 
feet was the greatest depth attained by 
divers wearing standard rubber diving

In the past the depth to which divers 
could descend and the length of time they 
could stay at such depths were governed 
by the physiological effects of the con 
stituents of the compressed air supplied 
lo meet their respiratory requirements 
With normal compressed air, the maxi 
wim depth which could be attained was 
approximately 300 feet and the limit of 
time that divers could stay at that depth 
With reasonable safety rarely exceeded 
lifteen minutes. Even for a fifteen minute 
stay at this depth using ordinary com 
pressed air, a decompression of some four 
lo five hours is required, Obviously, under 
sich conditions very litthe work, if any. 
in be performed by divers working at 
depths of from 275 to 300 feet and con 
tinuous operations at such depth require 
a larger number of divers than can be 
handled advantageously by one salvage 
vessel even if such exceptional divers be 
come available. 

With submarines being constructed to 
operate at ever increasing depths, the 
possibility of the sinking of such vessels 
Mi great depths emphasized the necessity 
for devising a means whereby in case of 
such accident, outside assistance, if neces 
“wry, can be rendered by divers.

In 1924, the theory was advanced that 
if the nitrogen of normal air could be 
replaced by a suitable respiratory inert, 
non-toxic gas of proper diffusibility, the 
objective of the aforesaid tests might be 
gained. Helium being an inert, non-ex 
plosive gas of greater diffusibility and 
lesser solubility in the blood and tissues 
of the human body than nitrogen, was sug 
gested by the Bureau of Mines 

Preliminary experiments with varying 
proportions of oxygen and helium were 
conducted on animals with no detrimental 
physiological effects. Chief Gunner C. L. 
Tibbals at that time the Commanding 
Officer of the USS Falcon, subjected him 
self to oa similar experiment using 
pressures equivalent to those at 150 foot 
depths and decomposed himself in fifteen 
minutes, These preliminary tests definite 
ly indicated the potentialities of oxygen 
helium mixtures in diving work and ex 
periments of broad scope were begun by 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
Navy Department, in collaboration with 
the Bureau of Mines about January 1, 
1s) For this purpose the Bureau of 
Navigation assigned a Diving Supervisor 
and a number of divers to the Bureau of 
Mines Experimental Station, Pittsburgh, 
Pa. The experiments were started with 
pressure tests with normal air ou animals. 
These were followed by with the 
oxy-helium mixitires in pressures up to 
twenty atmospheres (660° feet) on ani 
mals. These animal tests were twice in 
terrupted by diversion of the divers to the 
Fall and Spring salvage onveraticus of 
the USS 8-51, which was sunk September 
25, 1925, in collision with the Steamship 
City OF Rome. Upon the completion of the 
raising of this vessel the divers were re 
ussigned to the Bureau of Mines Experi 
mental Station and the animal experi 
ments were completed to the stage which 
permitted tests on the men. Such 
were begun and reached the stage at 
Which they became a purely naval propo 
sition, Mquipment and experiments in 
cluding Navy personnel were accordingly 
transferred to the Washington Navy 
Yard the first part of May, 1927. After 
installation of equipment at the Washing 
ton Navy Yard, experimental tests with 
oXy-helitm mixtures using the divers as 
subjects, were made and the tentative 
proportions of oxygen and hetium to be 
used at Various depths up to 200 feet were 
ascertained. This work continued up to 
December, W27, at which time it) was 
again interrupted Ly the sinking of the 
USS S-4, the raising of which necessitated 
the assignment ef the Officer-in-charge of 
the Experimental Diving Unit and the 
divers to the USS Falcon. Up to this time 
most of the tests on the divers were “dry 
dives” conducted in the recompression 
chamber, the pressures corresponding to 
those at depths from 100 feet to 364 feet, 

During the experimental work at the 
Bureau of Mines Experiment Station, 
Pittsburgh, Pa. oxy-helinm mixtures 
were used by Navy divers for the treat 
ment of bends incurred in the inspection 
of the SS Lakeland, sunk in about 250 
feet of water in’ Lake Michigan. The 
oxygen-helium mixtures were also made 
available for the same purpose ins the 
salvage operations of the S-ol and S-4. 

The S-4 was not raised until the latter 
part of March, 1928S. Upon transfer of the 
divers to the USS Falcon for these sal 
vage operations a large part of the equip 
ment at the Experimental Diving Unit 
was disassembled in anticipation of it 
being needed in the salvage of the vessel, 
Upon return of the divers to the Experi 
mental Diving Unit, this equipment was 
reassembled at the Unit. However, with 
the tragedy of the USS S4 in mind, the 
work of perfecting satisfactory submarine 
escape apparatus and devising proper de 
compression Cascending) tables for use 
therewith was given preference over all 
other experimental diving work. The 
first submarine escape apparatus (Langs) 
and the first decompression tables for use 
therewith, were completed and furnished 
to all submarines in 1920. Experimental 
work on the Lung decompression with the 
view to simplifying the method of escape 
and hastening from disabled 
sunken submarines was continued, This 
work was completed in 1982.

ducted up to 1982, definite indications 
were that the Navy standard diving de- 
compression tables for ordinary air were 
incorrect, As these tables were and had 
always been used as a governing basis 
for experimental dives and decompression 
with ordinary air and the oxygen-helium 
mixtures, it was considered essential that 
these tables be corrected before further 
experiments with oxy-helium mixtures 
on the men were resumed. This work in 
volved extensive research and experi 
ments in the physiological effect of air 
pressures at various depths and exposure 
down to 300 feet. It was subject to inter 
mittent delays occasioned by the neces 
sity for interjecting development projects 
to improve certain defects in the diving 
gear. The correction of these basic air 
decompression tables was completed with 
deep sea tests at Panama (warm water) 
and off the Navy Yard, Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire (cold water), 1986-1987. 

Upon completion of the new decom 
pression tables referred to above, the 
Navy Diving Advisory Committee at the 
Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., was orally 
directed by the Bureau in the Spring of 
1937, to concentrate on the oxygen-helium 
experimental work with a view to its ex 
peditious completion and to submit for 
the Bureau's approval a schedule of the 
work involved. This schedule was sub 
mitted by the Advisory Committee on 
August 16, 1987, and approved by the Bu 
reau with modifications September 3, 
N87. Since that date considerable prog 
ress towards the completion of this work 
evidenced by the above-mentioned 
record dives, has been made, 

In all of the hundreds of nade 
by the Navy to date, there las been no 
evidence of harmful effects from breath 
ing oxy-helium mixtures, Under the high 
pressures attendant on the deep dives, 
certain physiological effects not prevalent 
With ordinary compressed air have been 
noted. One of these is the remarkable 
clarity of mind which is maintained by 
the diver. With ordinary compressed air 
at deep depths, normal coordination be 
tween mind and body is frequently lack 
ing. The advantages of the use of helium 
in diving in this respect are obvious. 

Another peculiarity of the oxygen 
helium mixtures when breathed under 
high pressures is its chilling effect on the 
diver. This, combined with the effects 
of cold water at great depths, causes con 
siderable discomfort which may become 
intolerable on relatively long exposures. 
At the depth of 402 feet at which the 
open sea test referred to above was made, 
the temperature of the water was ap 
proximately 35°R. This disadvantage of

the oxygen-helium mixtures has been 
overcome by providing the divers with 


electrically-heated underwear, which is 
work under the standard diving dress, 

Considerable work remains to be done 
with the oxy-helium mixtures, such as de 
duction of the proper decompression 
periods for various depths and times of 
exposure, perfecting equipment for use 
with these mixtures, preparation of in 
structions for their and extensive 
service tests in the opel seu llowever, 
the results of the work completed = to 
date definitely indicates the practicability 
of the use of these mixtures as a diver’s 
vir supply and it is the belief of the Bu 
reau of Coustruction and Repair that this 
development considerably advances the 
art of deep diving.
